Dr. John L. Taylor of Libertyvlllo, 
coroner of Lake county and wife ar- 
rived home the latter part of last 
week after a three months' honey- 
moon in foreign countries.

Charges of assault, brought by Har- 
ry Stripe, of Waukegan, against E. 
L. Bailie, Zion motorcycle policeman, 
were dismissed Friday by Justice 
Hervey Coulson. 

Stripe his wife and a son, were tho 
the only witnesses called. Tho de- 
fense did not put in their case. 

Stripe charged that Bailie had pull- 
-ed a gun and threatened to blow up 
three tires on his automobile, after 
the officer had halted him. He testi- 
Jled that he was forced to return to 
the station where ho was allowed to 
sign a bond for his own recognizance. 
Attorney Harold Hansen acted for 
tho state. 

Attorney J. A. Miller, for tho de- 
fense, broght out that Stripe had 
crossed a car on the wrong side in 
the main district of Zion and then 
went into the rough sand strip of 
road where it narrows past tho busi- 
ness district. Stripe testified that he 
'Jiggled' along this rough part for 
about 200 feet. Ho also stated ho 
had tried to place a ring with tho 
desk sargeant as surety, not knowing 
jewelry Is not acceptable as a bond 
under the law. 

He had been taken for reckless 
driving, but tho case was dismissed.

CAVERLY GIVES SENTENCE 
OF LIFE IMPRISONMENT 

AND NINETY-NINE YEARS 



Report over the radio Wednes- 
day morning gave out the sen- 
tence decided upon by Judge 
Caverly in the Leopold and Leob 
case. The Judge passed down a 
sentence of life imprisonment 
for the murder and 99 years for 
the kidnapping. This is evident- 
ly passed down In this way to 
forestall any attempt at parole, 
as the law requires the serving 
of 14 years of a life sentence and 
the serving of at least one-half 
of any sentence.

Five men, Including the Fox Lake 
postmaster, justice of the peace and 
a lumber dealer were arrested by 
county authorities Sunday night on a 
charge of conspiring to defeat justice 
after several men were freed on 
bonds when they had not yet over 
been booked. 

Howard Scott, postmaster, William 
J. Nagle, lumber dealer, Marshal J. 
D. Rlggs and Harold Watls and Geo. 
Koeth, Sr., were those taken. They 
were arraigned in justice court be- 
fore Judge Hervey C. Coulson Mon- 
day and all five of the men were plac- 
ed under bonds of $1,000 each. Their 
case will come up on September 17. 

The Incidents which led up to the 
arrest of the three prominent Fox 
Lake men were many and Involved. 
In chronologlcol order, they occurred 
as follows: if. 

Two operatives from the Mc- 
Queeny Detective Agency of Chicago, 
working for State's Attorney A. V. 
Smith and gathering evidence of il- 
legal sale of liquor in the Fox Lake 
district, stepped over the county line 
for 40 feet to Peter Johnson's resort 
which is just off Fox Lake and said 
to be responsible for much trouble in 
this county. / 

The two operatives had purchased 
drinks as evidence, according to the 
story at the state's attorney's office, 
and were about to pay for them when 
a cry suddenly went up: "Prohibi- 
tion agents! Let's get them!" 

There were over a score of rougli 
characters in the place at the time 
and all gathered around the two de- 
tectives. The latter state that Pete 
Johnson, the proprietor, flashed a re- 
volver and threatened to shoot them. 
No fireworks resulted, but the two 
agents were held up and robbed of 
about $20 which they had in their 
pockets. Then they were let out of 
the place and headed for Fox Lake 
on the Lake county side of the line. 
Several of the rowdies who had 
threatened them followed the two de- 
tectives. 

While the two were in Fox Lake, 
someone called from that section and 
got in touch with C. A. Brune, head 
of the sponge squad. Brune made a 
hurried trip to Fox Lake and arrived 
in time to arrest five or six of the 
rowdies. These he placed in the Fox 
Lake jail, pending action by the 
state's attorney. 

After seeing them lodged in the 
Fox Lake jail, Brune and his squad 
left the scene and went on other 
raids. 

When they had left, somo friends 
of the arrested men got in touch 
with the officials there and asked 
that the men be released. According 
to the law, the men should have been 
held in jail until they wore legally 
charged with some violation. The Fox 
Lake authorities, however, felt that 
most likely the charge would be dis- 
orderly conduct and decided that it 
would be a pity to hold tho men over- 
night in the village jail. 

Therefore, the gang was arraigned 
before Justice of the Peace George 
Koeth, Sr., and released In bonds. 
The bonds were signed by Howard 
Scott and William Nagle. 

After the men were released, 
Brune got wind of the affair and 
made another trip to Fox Lake, this 
time arresting Scott, Nagle and 
Koeth on charges of conspiring to de- 
feat justice.

100 obtained In fines from violators 
of the motor vehicle act. Justices at 
Antioch, Wauconda, Lake Villa, Lib- 
ertyville, Grayslake, have turned in 
large sums to the road ^nd bridge 
fund in their respective townships. 
This money Is to be used in the Im- 
provement of the highways and main- 
tenance. 

Many residents of the county claim 
that the highway patrol has caused 
reckless or drunken drivers to bo 
more cautious, and that the roads are 
much safer for local drivers.

SHOW HOW STATE 

BUILDS ITS ROADS 
Patrons of county and district fairs 
In Illinois will this year obtain a 
"close-up" view of Governor Small's 
pet hobby— the building of "hard 
roads. In the past years only four 
exhibition outfits to supply demands 
of fairs have been available. There 
aro now eight outfits ready to go on 
the circuit of fairs. 

The display, as It is being shown at 
county fairs, consists of two largo 
maps of Illinois, Illuminated by a spe- 
cial electric arrangement; twenty- 
four pictures showing scenes of 
bridges and paved roads in various 
sections of Illinois; seven boxes con- 
taining both satisfactory and unsatis- 
factory materials, (Band, gravel, rock 
cement and steel). These aro used to 
Illustrate tho method of testing em- 
ployed by the Bureau of Materials. 
There alBO will be shown a small 
model illustrating tho concrete slab 
design now being laid on Illinois 
highways. 

The road marking system of the 
state will be shown in both models 
and pictures. 

Probably tho outstanding feature of 
the division of highways' exhibit Is 
the largo illuminated map showing 
the §60,000,000 Bond Issue System 
and progress of work to date. This 
map includes also the routes incor- 
porated in the proposed $100,000,000 
road bond Issue act, passed by the 
last legislature, and which will bo 
presented to voters for ratification at 



the November election. Approval of 
tho bond Issue will provide meanB for 
tho completion of a system of 9 800 
miles of Improved highways In mr. 
nols. t 

Of no little interest will bo a four- 
reel moving picture, which attempts 
to demonstrate the construction of a 
durable, hard surfaced highway from 
tho time tho material Is taken from 
tho ground until tho pavement is com- 
pleted and open to trafilc. 

Tho highway exhibit, because it is 
an educational feature and becauso 
of its appeal to the general public, 
commercially and from the farmers' 
standpoint, will occupy a prominent 
place at the fairs. Attendants from 
tho division of highways will bo on 
hand to answer Questions and explain 
things not familiar to the layman. 



Simple Methods of Cleaning Silver 
As tho winter months approach, 
tho warmer drapes and silver candle- 
sticks and all tho winter additions 
aro onco more put In place.

COMPLETES ITS FOURTH YEAR 

A cow-testing association, organized' 
In 1919 In Lawrence County, Pa., 
through the efforts of the county ng- 
rlcultural extension agent, completed 
its fourth year with the highest as- 
sociation butterfat average made In 
that State, 332.3 pounds per cow for 
the year. The members have used tho 
Information their testing has given 
them during the four years in Im- 
proving their feed rations, In feeding 
Individual cows according to produc- 
tion, In better regulating their feeding 
and milking schedules, In detecting 
unprofitable cows, and In building up 
the quality of their herds by better 
breeding methods. Their records 
show, according to reports to the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
that the average butterfat per cow in 
the tested herds the first year was 
243 pounds, and for the past year, 
332.3 pounds; the average milk pro- 
duction per cow the first year was 
G.018 peounds, which was increased to 
7,531 pounds the last year. 



INTEP.EST LOCAL STUDENTS

SAVE SOME CORN FOR SEED- 
SHORTAGE LIKELY THIS YEAR 
A probable shortage of good seed 
corn in some sections is predicted by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture In consequence of the un- 
usually late spring and continuous 
cool weather, factors which have 
caused corn to be very late. Much of 
this year's crop may not mature 
enough to make the best seed before 
a killing frost. Then too, many farm- 
ers have had to replant their spring 
planting, drawing heavily on their 
supply of old seed corn. The higher 
prices being paid for old corn at the 
present time are tending also to de- 
plete this supply of corn from which 
seed could be selected In an emer- 
gency. 

It is suggested that before selling 
or feeding old corn apparently good 
seed ears be picked out. These 
should be saved for testing later In 
the event that corn does not mature 
this fall. 

The best seed corn Is that which 
has matured on the stalk. Corn gath- 
ered In the milk stage, If carefully 
dried and handled will germinate un- 
der favorable conditions, although it 
will not have the vigor that mature 
corn would have. Satisfactory seed 
corn can be selected, however, any 



time after corn is in the hard-dough 
stage. The same points should be 
observed in selecting seed from im- 
mature corn as would be observed 
under ordinary conditions. elect 
seed only from normal, vigorous 
plants; avoid smutted plants, stalks 
that are down, and those that are 
prematurely dead. 

Corn which contains much mois- 
ture must be handled very carefully. 
It should not be put In piles or stor- 
ed in such a manner that the ears 
touch each other. Hang the ears 
separately in a loft that is well ven- 
tilated and where the temperature 
will not reach freezing. Even if not 
of the best, using early selected seed 
of a strain known to be good will be 
safer than having to buy seed of un- 
known adaption and productiveness. 

Most communities are in touch 
with reports from the Weather Bu- 
reau to such an extent that a coming 
frost may be known somewhat ac- 
curately. At the first suggestion of 
frost, therefore, it is urged that 
farmers make at least a small selec- 
tion of seed. If frost holds off longer 
and seed can be selected from mature 
corn, the immature seed can be used 
for feed, the only loss being the labor 
of gathering and drying it.

Dependable Pie Crust 

It Is wonderful to feel sure of your 
pie crust. To know, before-hand, 
that it will be good. And it is very 
easy to make pie crust always the 
same. That is, by simply adding a 
little vinegar. The vinegar does not 
taste and make3 the crust flaky. 

The recelpe I like for pie crust is: 

1 cup of flour 

Salt to taste 

*£ teaspoon of baking powder 
1-2 cup of lard 

3 large tablespoons of water 

1 small tablespoon of vinegar 
(mixed with the water) 

Pierce a little with a fork to pre- 
vent rising. This makes one ordin- 
ary two-crust pie or eight open in- 
dividual pies. 



SWEET PEPPER RELISH 

12 green peppers 

12 red peppers 

15 medium onions 

Put through a chopper and cover 
with boiling water. Let stand ten 
minutes and add 3 cups of vinegar, 2 
cups of sugar and 3 tablespoons of 
salt. Boll all together fifteen minutes. 



PICALILLY 
4 quarts of chopped green tomatoes 
% cup of salt 

2 teaspoons of pepper 

3 teaspoons of cinnamon 
3 teaspoons of alsplce 

3 teaspoons of cloves 

% cup white mustard seeds 

4 green peppers, sliced 
2 chopped onions 

2 quarts of vinegar 

1 small cabbage 

Method:— Add salt to sliced toma- 
toe and peppers. Cover— let stand 
twenty-four hours. Drain. — Add the 
spices In a bag to vinegar and heat 
to the boiling point. Cook 15 minu- 
tes after boiling point Is reached. 



Green Tomato Mince Meat 

1 peck of green tomatoes, chopped 
fine. Drain off juice and throw away. 
Add as much water as . there was 
juice and cook until tender. Add — 

5 pounds of brown sugar 

2 pounds of raisins 
M» coffeo cup of butter 
1 tablespoon of cloves 

1 tablespoon of cinnamon (this can 
be omitted) 

2 tablespoons of alspice 
2 tablespoons of nutmeg 

2 tablespoons of salt 
Cook until thick. Then add 1 cup 
of vinegar and cook longer. This 
makes five quarts.

Have you ever been ready to serve 
your tomato salad and found, at the 
last minute, you had forgotten to 
skin your tomatoes? 

If so, you will be glad to know a 
quick way of skimming them. Just 
stick tomato on end of fork. , Then 
hold over lighted burner of stove un- 
til the tomato goes pop. Then turn it 
on other side until it pops. Then 
hold it a second under the cold water 
and skin will peel off easily and your 
tomato will be cold enough to serve 
immediately.

BOARDERS," SAYS LYNCH 
"When the dairymen hears the 
echo of the milk as he squirts in Into 
tho fourteen quart pall he has start- 
ed his product on the way to mar- 
ket," says A. D. Lynch, director of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association 
dairy marketing department. "Wheth- 
er he makes a profit or not depends 
largely on whether he can sell it for 
more than it cost him to produce it. 
"He has very little control over 
the market quotations, but has con- 
siderable control over tho items that 
make up his cost of production. If 
he can lower his cost of producing 
butter fat five cents per pound, he 
is ahead this nickel when he sells. 
The dairy Industry will be a better 
branch of commerce if tho men en- 
gaged in it strive for low cost of pro- 
duction and voulmo sales to an in- 
creasing population of consumers. 

"The average cow In Illinois in the 
vast cream territory produces only 
130 lb. butter fat per year. At tho 
present price of butter fat a 130 lb. 
cow is unprofitable. The dairyman 
with only average cows is simply 
milking for the fun of it. A cow 
should produce at least 175 lbs of 
butter fat annually to make a paying 
return on the investment. 

The following shows tho average 
I cost per pound of producing butter 
fut from 1S.O0O cows over a 10 year 
period: 

A 100 lb per year cow required 34c 
A 200 lb per year cow required 24c 
A 300 lb per year cow required 19c 
A 400 lb per year cow requires 17^c
